Notes Education Trends 



Krophoris on the potentialities 
of the child is the present trend 
of education Dr. Chns. Phillips 
told the meeting of the Home 
and School ABsociotion Tucsdoy 
night In Trinity United church 
Sunday-School rooms. "Present 
education tends to break nwny 
from rigid academic limitations 
and concentrate on what Is vital 
to the child," he sold.

Watson, organist nt Trinity Unit- 
oil chuii'h, and John Lummfss, 
teacher of music in Newmarket 
public schools, played several 
piano piece*. Mrs. H. B. Gilroy 
was in tho chair. Principal II. A.

The property south-east of 
York County hospital, owned by 
the Marsh estate, has been sold 
to the federal government for 
use in veterans' rehabilitation 
work. Councillor Joseph Vale, 
chairman of the industrial com- 
mittee of council and member of 
the York County hospital board, 
announced this week. 

The price pnid for the property 
is reported to be $6,000. There 
are approximately 45 acres to 
the land that was sold. 

The land was purchased 
through the Soldiers' Settlement 
and Veterans' Land Act office, 21 
Lombard St., Toronto, and will 
be administered through, that 
office. The deed for the land is 
held by *the director of that 
office. \ 

The property is bounded by 
Huron St. on the north, Con- 
naught Gardens and Queen St. 
to the south. The land extends 
west as far as the rear line of 
the lots on the east side of Pros- 
pect Ave. 

Mr. Vale said that in all 
probability the property would 
be subdivided into building lots 
and that houses would be erected 
on the lots for sale to the veter- 
ans of this war under the pro- 
visions of the Veterans' Land 
Act. It is expected that to pro- 
vide access to the property, 
Grace St. will be lengthened. 

As a condition of (he sale, the 
roadway running along the east 
side of the hospital and some old 
buildings standing in that area 
will be sold back to the hospital 
for use as a laneway to the hos- 



pital. 

Air. Vale said that the sale of 
property was especially facili- 
tated by its position in regard to 
the industries and schools. "Ly- 
ing almost equidistant from 
Davis Leather Co. and the Office 
Specialty, the property makes an 
excellent site for any veteran 
who would be working in one of 
the two industries, to erect a 
home/' said Mr. Vale. "In addi- 
tion, it is quite close to Alexan- 
der Muir school." 

The properly will be adminis- 
tered under the section of the 
Veterans' Land Act dealing with 
small holdings. To purchase the 
land, and the house which may 
or may not be built by the gov- 
ernment, the veteran must make 
a down payment of at least ten 
percent'of the cost of the land 
and house. The veteran then 
contracts to repay two-thirds of 
the total cost (land, house and 
improvements agreed to by the 
government minus the downpay- 
ment) over a period of 25 years 
with an interest of 3ft percent 
amortized. 

It is expected that the Soldiers' 
Settlement and Veterans* Land 
Act office will erect ton or 12 
houses on the property within a 
short period to open tho prop- 
erty. A representative of the 
office will attend the next meet- 
ing of the Newmarket town 
council to explain in fuller de- 
tail how the goevmment will 
make use of the property. For 
the present, the property will 
be open only to veterans of this 
war, said Mr. Vale.

LIONS FOR AID 



A review of Lions club activities 
and a discussion of possibilities for 
the coming year featured the add- 
ress of Deputy Governor Robert 
Uttle, Richmond Hill, at the New- 
mnrket Lions club meeting Monday 
nlRht. 

There are 6.658 members of Lions 
clubs In Ontario and Quebec, Mr. 
Little stated. There have been 
three new clubs formed in this dis- 
trict.

Padre Wins Praise 
For Work At Front 



A description of Ihe work of 
an army padre with overseas 
forces was given in a letter re- 
cently received from her nephew, 
Capt. O. K.-Dykc, chaplain with 
the Canadian forces, by Miss 
Lily Dyke, Newmarket. 

He writes: "I'm feeling fine. 
There seems to be A better 
chance for me to have some com- 
fort as padre of a lank regiment 
than with the infantry. By "com- 
fort" I mean a dry roof nnd a 
little heat, and n camp cot for a 
bed. This is when we are in 
billets but we have usually been 
on our own somewhere in the 
bush or under camouflage, 
equipped with a tent, a jeep and 
a small gas stove for heating 
water. 

"But I mustn't trouble you 
with our inconveniences for they 
don't really worry me. I toko 
them for granted. I know we 
are much more mobile than the 
Germans. Many of them are 
overtaken on the long trail back 
home. 

"I have held church parades 
in many different places. Back 
in France there were no Protes- 
tant churches available so 1 
held services in orchards, in 
Open fields or in a clearing in 
the woods. At one ploce in Bel 
glum I was able to use a fairlj 
lew Church of England building 
for church parade one Sunday. 1 
had to play the pipe-organ foi 
the song service as it was im- 
promptu. About four o'clock 
that Sunday afternoon, 1 sug- 
gested to tho colonel that 1 
would like to see if any men 
would go to church that night. 
Nearly everyone who was allow- 
ed out that night decided to go. 
There were 45 of us. We travel- 
led about 22 miles in two trucks 
just to sit in a church and sing. 
And how those men sang. 

"Another time, I used the 
chapel of n sanitorium which 
wos unoccupied. In Holland 1 
have used tho reading room of a 
monaster)' and in another place, 
the fine old 13th century cathe- 
dral of the Dutch Reform church. 
It was o wonderful experience 
using that particular church. 
The church organist played the 
Dutch national anthem as well 
as our own. The sun came out 
in a great burst of light during 
the two a n t h e m s, shining 
through the beautiful stained 
glass windows. The previous 
Sunday, tho cathedral had been 
in German hands. 



• "A number of my scrvk** 
have been held within ra*ge rt! 
German guns but I am careful tn 
avoid risks that are too great 
The other day 1 went out wit* 
the medical officer and brought 
back four bags of apples. Wt 
were within 200 yards of Ger- 
many but there didn't W*n 
much point in going all the way 
just to say we had stepped <m 
German soil. That will come 
The apples were of more im- 
mediate importance. 

"One more Dyke in the coun- 
try doesn't seem to have made 
much difference apparently, for 
it is .very wet, muddy a»H 
chilly." 

An interesting note on Capt 
Dyke's work is found in thr 
United Church Observer report 
which rends as follows: 

"A Nova Scotlan soldier wrhY 
ing recently to his minister, m 
fers to the significance of the 
chaplains at the front: 'We havr 
an exceptionally fine padre with 
the regiment now, a Captain 
Dyke from Ontario, he being our 
third since D-day.' After refer- 
ring to the heroism of their fust 
chaplain who lost his life, hr 
continues, 'Captain Cutler war 
hit by shrapnel and wounded last 
summer while working with the 
MO. in the front lines . . ., 
Captain Dyke filled their shoe* 
admirably and goes in at timer 
when I really think he is 'stick- 
ing his neck out* but he hw 
brought n great deal of comfort 
to many of the wounded lnd«. 
and somehow the presence of u 
'non-combatant* nt a time llkr 
that is a wonderful thing. Addi- 
tionally, I have seen him bol* 
six or seven services in diffcrer* 
parts of the front line on n Sim- 
day giving Communion in eot* 
spot. He would not risk tin' 
danger of having the lads nil to- 
gether. I tell you this because 1 
nm sure many people do m< 
realize Just how much work m 
padre does with a fighting unit 
or. what an important part hr 
plnys . . . You will have n*Vn* 
that quite a number of there 
have been awarded D.C.M.'» hbS 
other honors. I know a grwit 
many British ones have. 'Htey 
certainly have earned them. ,, ~

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THE DREW DEFEAT 



The importance of a clear majority in the 
House has again been demonstrated in the recent 
defeat of the Drew government. The dissolution 
of the House following the vote of "want of con- 
fidence" has put an end to the petty bickering 
and cheap tactics employed by members of all 
parties in lieu of co-operation and statesman-like 
consideration of legislation for the benefit of the 

province. 

The C.C.F. amendment on which the vote was 
taken charged among other things that the Drew 
government through its lark of co-operation with 
the federal government had promoted disunity in 
the nation. Other points included failure to 
implement election promises with special refer- 
ence to education and health. As far as the 
latter are concerned, the Drew government has 
done as well as any government might be ex- 
pected to. 
, On the former point, the promotion of disunity 
in Canada, we Hsffavs the Drew government 
deserving of the vote it received. Mr. Drew's 
approach to the baby bonus was a combination of 
misinformation and belligerency. There was 
ample room for criticism of the bill without the 
use of the demagogy that characterized his 
attacks.

While we were present, Bandmaster Moore put 
the boys through a waltz they had never tried 
before. It wasn't an easy piece but the band 
romped through it with all the verve of Monty 
crossing the Rhine. By the third performance, 
they were ready to wrap it up and hand it over 
to the judges at the next musical festival.

HISTORIC DEBATE 

A historic debate has been underway in the 
House of Commons since March 20. On that da/. 
Prime Minister King moved a resolution which 

reads in part:

'•Therefore, ho It resolved—- 

"I, Thut thl< house endorses the accordance by 
tho government of Canada of the Invitation to send 
representative* to the conference; 

h 2. that this houtio recognizes that tho establish- 



ment of an effective international organization for 
the maintenance of international peace and security 
Is of vital Importance to Canada, and, Indeed, to 
the futurd well-being of mankind; and that it Is In 
the Interests of Canada that Canada should become 
a member of such an organization; 

"3. that this house approves the purposes and prin- 
ciples set forth In the proposals of the four govern- 
ments and considers that these proposals constitute 
a satisfactory general basis for a discussion of the 
charter of the proposed international organization/* 

As outlined by the resolution, tho conference is 
being called to formulate a charter by which to 
erect a structure to ensure world peace. Tho 
principles by which such a charter is to be form- j 
ulated. as outlined by Prime Minister King, are 
recognition of the sovereign equality of all peace 
lovirjg nations, recognition of the obligations 
necessary to ensure peace, willingness to settle 
disputes in a peaceful manner and to abhor the 
threat or use of force, the co-operation of all 
member nations in pursuit of peace, and refusal 
to aid any state against which enforcement action 
is being taken in the interests of international 

security. 

Since the moving of the resolution, the debate 

has been continuous. One issue that has arisen 
is whether the representatives that the govern- 
ment might choose from the House of Commons 
would have a legal right to speak on behalf of 
their country inasmuch as the parliament to 
which they were elected would no longer exist. 

A second issue has arisen on the choice of 
representatives. Mr. Bracken, as leader of the 
Progressive Conservative party, has been men- 
tioned as having the right to bo named as one 
representative. Tn reply, it has been pointed out 
that he is not a member of parliament. Repre- 
sentation by veterans, farmers, labor, etc. has 
r.lso been urged by opposition members. 

The main point of the debate seems to rest on 
whether Canada will be represented as a leader 
of small nations or as a member of the British 
Commonwealth. On this point, there are many 
members yet to be heard.

What Others Think 
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OUR NATIONAL FLAG 

(The Sun, Swift Current) 

The Legionary, official publication of the Can- 
adian Legion. British Empire Service League, 
states in an article that indications are during the 
forthcoming federal election campaign the ques- 
tion of a national flag for Canada may be resur- 
rected. The article further reiterates that the 
Legion has no hostility to an adoption by Canada 
of its own flag, but maintains unequivocally its 
policy that the flag must contain as its first and 
principal quartering the Union Jack. 

Just recently we noted that the Maple Leaf, 
newspaper of the Canadian army overseas, edit- 
orially came out for a national flag with the 
maple leaf as the outstanding symbol. 

The Sun has consistently through the years 
taken the stand that Canada has outgrown its 
babyhood, that it is entitled, and should have, a 
distinctive flag just as Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa. We have always been In favor 
of retaining on that flag the Union Jack motive 
symbolizing our connection with the British 
Empire. There seems to us a very simple solu- 
tion to the problem and that is embodied in the 
suggestions advanced by both the Legionary and 
the Maple Leaf publications. Why not our pres- 
ent flag with the Union Jack quartered and a 
large green maple leaf on the body? 

There appears to us little necessity for ill 
tempered issues in the election campaign over a 
national flag. Wo never* could understand why 
the Canadian parliament seems to "pass the 
buck" so consistently on this matter, v/hen it's so 
easy of solution. There is no reason why Canada, 
as an autonomous unit of the Commonwealth 
should use the British flag in its entirety. As a 
self respecting nation in its full manhood, our 
flag should be capable of recognition by itself. 
There is no reason in this for thinking wo desire 
severance of contact* with the Empire, or to 
weaken our lies to the Crown.

I suppose the same fundamen- 
tals apply to any meeting— relig- 
ious, political, work or social 
meetings— they must alt have an 

underlying i> u r i> ° ^* . n firm 

foundation oi\ which to rest, if 
they are to he even moderately 
successful. 

In a religious meeting whether 
it be a church service or a meet- 
ing of any of the organizations 
connected with the church there 
is the hope of bringing the light 
of Christ's Gospel to the dark 
places of the earth, whether 
these be near at home or in some 
foreign land, and to try to bring 
sunshine into the dark places 

near at hand. 

If church or organization* 
lose sight of these objectives 
they lose the only right the 
church has to exist. Let it be 
adorned like the richest cathe- 
dral or as severely plain as a 
Quaker meeting house, it will 
serve its purpose only so long as 
it puts the 1 love of God and man, 
and all that it implies, first. 

Political meetings are, I am 
glad to say, in a class by them- 
selves. They live because they 
have as fierce a family partisan- 
ship as the old highland clans 
which might fight among them* 
selves, but let a member be at- 
tacked and the clan became a 
solid body and would descend 
like a "wolf on the fold"' on any 
challenger. I don't suppose there 
is as much "hereditary" voting 
as. there used to be— -at least 
people talk largely of following 
their own ideals— if they can 
find any— but one sometimes 
wonders. 

I think if leaders would give 
us facts instead of lurid bi- 
ographical sketches of the other 
leaders, voting would be all 
sweetness and light. 

Social meetings rest, some- 
times insecurely, on the way 
people like their pleasures. 

And now we come to what I 
really started out to write about 
—meetings of organizations which 
work for country, community 
and home. 

It is a sad thing to say, but if 
I am to be truthful I must, that 
it takes war to bring some or- 
ganizations to real life. 

During the last war, in Brock- ) 
ville I belonged to the I.O.D.E. 
In peacetime we were a peaceful 
organization. Our meetings were 
placid with a good paper, some 
nice music and the regular 
routine of a well conducted 
meeting. Worth while work was 
being done, to which we contri- 
buted, but it took the war to 
spur us into activity. We knit- 
ted, we sewed, we cooked, played 
bridge and ate, for the war, and 
were really twice as alive as in- 
dividuals and as an organization 
as before. 

Now I belong to the Women's 
Institute and this war has done 
for that organization what the 
1914-1018 one did for the I.O.D.E. 

We have emerged from our 
municipal and provincial shells 

and are looking round the 
world, and everywhere we look 
we see need and the necessity for 
work to relieve that need. 

One was apt, in peacetime, to 
he restricted in one's views— 
home loomed large— and certain- 
ly the W.I. always gave a 
great deal for homcworkeis io 
ponder over. Now, the home 
is definitely in the limelight 
again; the ideal home that every 
woman aspires to— home, which 
is the heart of Ihe family life 
and from which goes out the 
tentacles that touch every phase 
of community and national life. 

At the meeting of the west 
branch of the P.O. Institute, 
which was held on Tuesday, 
March 20, we had a program 
which seemed to show off the 
difference between a pie-wnr 
program and a wartime one. 

'Hie program was in the charge 
of Mrs Bill Walker— convenor — 
and started off with a Canadian 
quiz. Have you ever tried to 
find out just what you know 
about Canada? The result may 
surprise you. Wo listen Io radio 
talks, read newspaper and maga- 
zine articles, ami even recall hits 
of geography, all Canadian, and 
then fall by the wayside in a

Monday a reduction in this 
figure will be made. 

Mayor Ross Linton said that in 
reality the taxpayers were 
actually paying onty 39 mills as 
the 40-mill figure Included the 
one mill annual grant made by 
the Ontario government. While 
a substantial saving has been 
effected this year by way of 
decreased debenture expendi- 
tures. Mayor Linton pointed out 
that it was necessary to keep up 
the municipal services and that 
there were many needed im- 
provements in town which had 
been delayed over the years be- 
cause the town fathers had tried 
to keep down the tax rate. He 
feels now is the time to make 
these, but he would like as large 
a saving passed on to the tax- 
payers as possible. 

Figures submitted by Miss 
Lois 1a>yc, secretary of the school 
boards, indicated that close to 
$12,000 might be received by the 
public schoot alone under the 
new system of government 
grants. Definite figures were 
not as yet available from 
.Queens' Park either for the pub- 
lic school or high school. , Pub- 
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lie school estimates, \ the mayor 
said, were up about $3,000 this 

yeur because it was necessary to 

hire extra teachers and there 

were charges for Trinity hall 
rental and extra janitor and 
heating, so that some of the gov- 
ernment grant would be used up 
in that way. 

"In view of figures which we 
hope to have available this 
week, it may be possible to low- 
er the tax rate below that al- 
ready set." Mr. Linton said. 

Reeve C. E. Sparks was optim- 
istic for a lower tax rate. 

"I believe that since the meet- 
ing, several of the members of 
council agree with me that, in 
view of grants^- and savings 
effected, we can have a rate low- 
er than that set," Mr, Sparks 
said. "Tlie matter will be con- 
sidered at the next meeting. I 
would like to see the taxpayers 
reap the benefit of all grants," 

"We are carrying on with a 
pay-as-you-go policy regardless 
of what expenditures may be 
necessary,' 1 Councillor R. V. 
Smith said. Councillor Smith 
felt that there could be a slight 
reduction in the tax rate, and all 
services maintained as well as 
certain improvements made. 

A 40-mill tax rate has been in 
effect in Aurora for over a de- 
cade, and taxpayers will wel- 
come a reduction.

Aurora town council was jubi-

It Is not thought that 
the increase in the Gurnett St 
well will affect it. With the new 
well and the increase in the How 
of the Gurnett St. well, the 
waterworks committee is confi- 
dent that the town now has an 
ample water supply. 

"The new fire equipment hat 
decreased the need for the large 
use of water at fires, which fur- 
ther olds our water situation," 
Mayor Linton said. "We have 
the construction of a reservoir In 
mind, but it looks like a post- 
war project when there will be 
more labor available and sup- 
plies are better."
